“ I felt strong prosecution was needed as 
had been provided in the past and, because 
of my past experience, 1 felt that I could 
provide this service to the people of Scott 
C ounty,” James E. Moore III replied when 
asked why he decided to seek the office of 
prosecuting attorney. 
Moon* said that since taking office Jan. 
1, he believes law enforcem ent in Scott 
County has been good since very few crimes 
have gone unsolved or unpunished. 
Moore said the m ist com m on crimes in 
the county are burglary and stealing. "I have 
also 
seen several 
crimt* involving 
rape, 
hom icide, felonious assault and several other 
crimes of violence,” Moore remarked. 
During 1969 and 1970, Moore served as 
assistant prosecuting attorney under Thomas 
R. 
Gilmore, 
his 
predecessor, 
and 
again 
following his election last August as the 
unopposed 
Democratic 
nominee 
for 
the 
November election until taking office in 
January. 
While 
serving 
as 
assistant prosecutor, 
M oore 
said 
he 
learned 
investigation 
procedures and took some of the pictures to 
be used in court. He added that he still takes 
som e pictures. 
According to Moore, drug traffic in the 
county is a matter of serums concern for 
everyone.

Prosecuting Attorney Jim Moore 


In Prosecutor’s office 
Paper work heavy 
on bad check cases 


By MARY NOLEN 


“ I felt strong prosecution was needed as 
had been provided in the past and, because 
of my past experience, I felt that I could 
provide this service to the people of Scott 
County," James E. Moore III replied when 
asked why he decided to seek the office of 
prosecuting attorney. 
Moore said that since taking office Jan. 
1, he believes law enforcement in Scott 
County has been good since very few crimes 
have gone unsolved or unpunished. 
Moore said the most common ciimes in 
the county are burglary and stealing. "I have 
also seen several crimes involving rape, 
homicide, felonious assault and several other 
crimes of violence," Moore remarked. 
During 1969 and 1970, Moore served as 
assistant prosecuting attorney under Thomas 
R. 
Gilmore, his predecessor, and again 
following his election last August as the 
unopposed Democratic nominee 
for 
the 
November election until taking office in 
January. 
While serving as assistant prosecutor, 
M oore 
said 
he 
learned 
investigation 
procedures and took some of the pictures to 
be used in court. He added that he still takes 
some pictures. 
According to Moore, drug traffic in the 
county is a matter of serious concern for 
everyone. 
“Most 
parents 
ignore 
this 
problem, 
feeling that this can’t happen to any member 
of their family," Moore stated, then named 
marijuana as the most widely used drug in 
the county, followed by "speed” and some 
use of LSD. 
Moore said he feels the worst offender 
involving drugs is the pusher. “He’s the one 
we want”. He said arrests and convictions 
art' difficult because of the laws relating to 
the admission of drugs into evidence and the 
manner in which they might be disposed of 
prior to the actual arrest. 
Moore said that persons who come to his 
office with knowledge of drugs being used or 
for sale do not want to become personally 
involved, or will not testify or permit their 
children to testify in court. 
“ 1 
am 
supporting 
Scott 
County 
enforcement officers in trying to clear up 
this drug situation,* Moore said. 
The biggest part of the paper work in the 
office of the prosecuting attorney involves 
prosecution 
of 
bad 
check 
cases. 
As 
prosecuting attorney, Moore said he is not 
involved in collecting the money for the bad 
checks but said he attempts to give every 
person who has written a bad check 10 days 
to pick it up. If the person fails to pick up 
the check and it is a no-account check or 
one that has been forged, he files criminal 
ch arges. 
Since January, Moore says several people 
have been sentenced to jail for bad checks 


and at least one person is serving time under 
custody 
of 
the 
State 
Department 
of 
Corrections. 
Approximately 500 such checks have 
been received by the office since Jan. 1, 
Moore said. 
“It appears that many people do not 
realize what a serious law violation is being 
committed when 
they are writing these 
checks. 
“They feel, even after charges have been 
filed, they should be able to pay off the 
checks and that does away with the criminal 
violation,” Moore said. 
“ But the same 
people would not feel a robbery was any less 
a crime because the person involved decided 
to 
return 
the 
money 
or merchandise, 
especially if the decision was made after 
criminal charges had been filed. 
“I feel when a person receives money or 
merchandise for an insufficient funds or 
account closed or forged check, it contains 
some of the basic elements of a robbery,’’ he 
added. 
A no-account check, upon conviction, is 
punishable by up to seven years in the state 
penitentiary and a simple insufficient funds 
check, 
u p on 
conviction, 
may 
draw 
punishment of up to six months in the 
county jail, a $500 
fine, or both. If the 
insufficient funds check is over $100, a 
sentence of five years can be imposed. 
Moore was born July 31, 1939 at St. 
Louis and is the son of J. E. Moore Jr. and 
the late Verona Moore of Ft. Lauderdale, 
Fla. 
One June 24, 1961, he married Karen 
Giltz of Charleston. At present, they make 
their home at 912 N. Kingshighway.

Melanie Describes 
a 'Rest Period’

NEW YORK (AP) - Me­ 
lanie, who has been known for 
some protest songs and antiwar 
songs, says the energy has gone 
out of the campaign for social 
change. 
“There's a real decline in 
energy as far as protest in any 
way goes. All the groups have 
been fighting to change things 
that are really wrong. There 
was a movement and everybody 
had incredible energy — deter­ 
mined that these things should 
be changed. It’s like they fought 
some secret battle somewhere 
and nobody knows where or how 
but we lost and came back 
somehow defeated. There is an 
after depression. I think we re 
in for a time of low energy for 
awhile. 
“ Even in words and music, it 
is getting much less: we've got 
to be free and much more: I 
love you; I need you.'Mine are 
going that way, too. I only write 
what is happening around me. I 
don’t start movements. They 
happen around me and those 
are the things I write about. 
Somehow I’m in on the begin­ 
ning and the end. 
“There is like a rest period 
going on. I hope something is 
going to go on again. There's a 
lack of energy or caring about 
so many things now. I’ll never 
write another 
Lay Down' — 
not unless it starts happening 
around me again. I was so sure 
the world was going to change. 
It just sort of fell down." 
Melanie says that she doesn't 
think women song writers are 
taken as seriously as men 
writers. "That starts with the 
record business. They’re so 
used to the idea that men sell 
the most records. For so long 
the 13-year-old girls bought the 
cute little boy records. They got 
the idea boys are going to make 
you money and girls aren’t un­ 
less they’re sexy. 
“I think a lot of girl perform- 
er-writers are doing more in 
sexually exploiting themselves 
than they were maybe five 
years ago when it wasn’t abso­ 
lutely necessary for a girl to be 
pretty to make it in music. Look 
at Carly Simon’s no-bra album 
cover and Joni Mitchell’s with 
no clothes on. Even in my own 
last album cover, I didn’t mean 
there to be a slightly sexy tone, 
but it turned out that way. I 
think there is a self-conscious 
thing that happened. We’re get­ 
ting right back into a thing 
where a girl has to show a little 
of the old body to keep the 
people buying. " 
Musically, Melanie likes best 
her two most recent LPs. “I 
felt that Gather Me’ was the

best up until that point. I feel 
that ‘Stone Ground Words’ is 
better, musically especially. 
“ Before, I used to make al­ 
bums and that was the end of it. 
I’m very involved in it now, in 
the arrangements and mixes 
and everything." The last two 
have been on Neighborhood 
Records. Now that she can put 
out an album when she feels she 
is ready instead of having to 
keep to a schedule, she proba­ 
bly will do one a year, because 
that is the speed at which she 
says she writes songs. 
Her first recording was in 
1968, a single for Columbia, 
"Beautiful People." Most of 
her albums have been on Bud- 
dah. 
The best-known song proba­ 
bly is "What Have They Done to 
My Song?". "I guess a lot of 
people get taken and they iden­ 
tified with that song. It wasn’t 
an antiwar song, it is much 
more a personal relationship 
kind of song 
“ I never had a hit with it at 
all. The New Seekers did Ray 
Charles did it. That was the 
best. He really made that song 
his own. 
“ It’s becoming what they call 
a standard. It’s very odd when I 
think of the songs I think are 
good. There are a lot of cuts on 
some of mv albums that I feel 
are really special and I never 
hear them ." 
About being a cult figure, Me­ 
lanie says, "I guess 1 was at one 
point — when the festivals were 
going on and I was at every one 
of them. People were lighting 
candles during ‘Candles in the 
Rain’ and there seemed to be a 
lot of ceremony around things 1 
did. I didn’t feel anything nega­ 


tive about it." 
Earlier this year, Melanie 
gave a concert at Carnegie Hall 
on her 26th birthday and all 
during the evening fans still 
placed gifts at her feet and at 
the end of the concert some 
lig h te d c a n d le s they had 
brought with them 
Writing, for her, is like a 
dig estiv e p ro cess, M elanie 
says. " It takes me a long time 
to digest. I sit and wait and wait 
and eventually something will 
make sense to me. I'll be able 
to write it down, even if it's 
only one little sentence that is 
true. Sometimes it takes a long 
time for those little sentences. 
“ When I read Kurt Vonnegut 
I notice he has thousands of 
those little sentences that I wait 
for. I wonder how long it takes 
him to write a book. ‘That is 
just beautiful,’ I’ll think, and it 
is just stuck in the middle of a 
paragraph somewhere. Some 
people read for a plot and they 
miss some of those great sen­ 
tences." 
Melanie says she has changed 
during the years she has been 
recording. Not only does she 
listen to her voice on some of 
her early work and wonder why 
anybody bought it, but her song 
writing has changed and her 
personality. 
“ I can’t really categorize the 
change in song writing but it is 
a direction that your mind 
takes. It’s an approach to what 
you’re dealing with that has 
changed, not that I’m dealing 
with different things. My rela­ 
tionship to those things has 
changed. 
“ I’m not nearly as bitter as I 
used to be. I’m much more 
tolerant of things that are going 
on around me. You approach a 
lot of people and they’re dealing 
with you as for what they can 
get from you. Now I can stand 
the exploitation and I know 
where it is. I don’t have to look 
for it any more. It doesn't upset 
me or hurt me, or take anything 
away from me. 
“ Now people aren’t taking 
anything away from me be­ 
cause I’m giving it Nothing is 
being robbed from me any
